Andrew’s cross is a saltire or 
diagonal cross, white on a dark 
blue ground, and the origin is 
said to be trom the fact that St. 
Andrew considered himself un- 
worthy to he crucified on a cross 
of the same shape as our Sav- 
ious,.and so chose one of an X 
shape on which he suffered mar- 
tyrdom. The St. Andrew’s cross 
was carried bys Robert the Bruce, 
whose . the Earl of 
Elgin still bear his banner. 

The first attempt of combining 
the two crosses on one flag was 
made after James VI. of Scot- 
land became James I. of Eng- 
land, Who, as soon as he came to 
the throne in 1603, added to the 
royal standard the personal fla 
of the sovereign, the red lion, N.
